Three Chlorocebus aethrops underwent multiple surgeries to assess central nervous 
system therapeutics. These animals were rndividuaJty housed and isolated fronri other 
nonhuman primates during a portion of toe studies to prevent potential occupational 
health and animal health exposures Irrherent to the therapeutics used. Environmental 
enrichment was enhanced to compensate for the lack of audio or visual contact with 
other animals AnimaEs were monitored daily by the investigatori(s} and the veterinary 
staff for pain, disco rr fort, distress, and for overall body condition, No complications 
were detected. 

Fe eding 

Fifteen Macaca mulatta underwent food regulation to facilitate training to learn and/or 
perform complex tasks.

Macaca mulatta underwent water regulation to facilitate training to leam and perform, 
complex tasks. Water regulation has been used as a principal reinforcement for 
learntng and iTremory research in primaites by many laboratories. Fluid intake is 
sufficient to maintain the animals' health and well being It is accomplished by 1 } 
permitting the animal to eam fluids fo satiety each day during behavioral training and 
testing, 2} providing ad fj'brf c/m chow and treats, 3) returning the animal to sdtibituTn 
fluids when not on study, and 4) daily monitoring health status and adequate hydration 
by both invesUgatcr and veterina/y staffs. 

MuttipJa Major Survival Surgery 

Three Chlorocebus aethiops underwent art initial major surgery followed by a 
scienlihcally justrTred related surgery to assess novel central nervous systems therapies. 
Animals were monitored daily for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition 
by the veterinary and investigator staffs. 

Three timed -pregnant Macaca mulatta underwent hysterotomies [multiple) in 
accordance with approval granted by the USDA on December 29, 1994. A copy of the 
USDA's approval is attached. 

One Saimiri sciureus . two Macaca mulatta and five M acaca fascicu laris underwent 
multiple surgeries. Animals underwent one to four survival surgeries and one non- 
survival surgery. Animals were rested at least five days between surgeries. Multiple 
surgeries were required to facilitate adequate data collection from each animal. 

Animals were monitored dgiiy for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition 
by the veterinary and investigator staffs. No adverse complications were detected. 





Explan«)tion for lACUC Approved Exceptions to USDA Requireiri'ents 1€'R-0001 


Category E 

Post-procadural Pain and Distrass 

Sixty-four rabbits were listed in cetegory E due to distress asscciated with acclimation to 
restraint boxes used for behavioral response measureinerts. Animals were monitoretl 
for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the investi^alor staffs during 
restraint. To minimize distress associated with acclimation to restraint boxes, twenty- 
four additional rabbits used in this procedure were giveri tranquilizers therapeutically. 

All animals used in future studies will undergo this modified accNmation procedure to 
further minimize distress. 

One ivtacaga fascicularis was listed in Category E due to distress associated with an 
unexpected decline in health. The veterinary and research staff communicated and 
agreed upon the appropriate intervenbon to address the animal's condition. While these 
preparations were underway, the animaPs condilian deteriorated and It was euthanized 
Thus, treatment was not administered during a three-hour perfod prior tc eulhanizing 
the animal- In response to Ihis, a subsequent meeting was held among the research 
staff, foe veterinarians, and the regulatory office to refine Ehe emergency response plan 
to ensure Communication, response time, medical management, including distress 
management, are optimal.

As noted on USDA Inspection Report on 9/11/01; 

Sections 2.31(d)(l)(ii) and 2.31 (e)(3) lACUC: 4 rabbits used under protocol 
D8500702 were bled under general anesthesia. These rabbits were noted with injection 
site lesions. This protocol needs to be reviewed for alternatives, personnel 
qualifications and the use of analgesics if anesthesia is to continue to result in lesions. 

On the same protocol, another rabbit was euthanized on 8/13/01 due to skin lesions. 

For antibody production, these rabbits are immunized with 1 ml mixtures with complete 
and incomplete Freund's adjuvant injected subcutaneously 0.25 ml/site. Complete 
Freund's adjuvant is considered by some to cause chronic inflammation with pain, heat, 
and swelling at the injection site. The inflammation is associated with antibody 
production. Anti-inflammatory drugs would interfere with antibody production. 
Analgesics are recommended and a new Standard Operating Procedure has been 
established by UConn lACUC for the use of Freund's adjuvant.

The 268 guinea pigs assigned to column E of this report were included in toxicology or safety assessment 
procedures in which, to meet Food and Drug Administration requirements under Good Laboratory Practice 
regulations (21 CFR 58.120, 43 CFR 60013) positive control animals must be sensitized, then challenged 
by intradermal injection resulting in a transient inflammatory response, which may be distressful or painful 
to the animals albeit for a strictly limited period.

The 49 rabbits assigned to column E of this report were used for hyperimmunization procedures in which 
adjuvant associated with the antigen of interest produced localized discomfort typical of a subacute 
inflammatory reaction. The lesions were treated topically to minimize discomfort, and in all cases the least 
irritating adjuvant was en^loyed that would not have necessitated the use of additional animals. The use of 
systemic anti-inflammatory drugs would have been counter productive to the objective of antibody 
production and necessitated the use of more animals.

Primates assigned to column E of this report were used in various toxicology/safety assessment procedures, 
pharmacologic studies of the inflammatory response or evaluation of the immunomodulatory effects of test 
compounds. 

89 primates (cynomoigus macaques and squirrel monkeys) were en^loyed as models for immune 
mechanisms or of inflammation when other species (rodents, swine) proved inappropriate. The animals 
were studied during the early stages of the syndrome before clinical signs become severe. Discomfort is 
attenuated through the use of analgesic drugs but, because an inflammatory condition is induced and 
clinical signs may appear, it is anticipated that the monkeys may potentially experience the discomfort 
which human beings feel during the analogous condition. 

173 primates (rhesus macaques) were included in toxicology or safety assessment procedures in which, to 
meet Food and Drug Administration requirements under Good Laboratory Practice regulations (2 1 CFR 
58. 120, 43 CFR 60013) a limited number of animals must be exposed to test compound at dose levels toxic 
to the animal. Clinical signs produced by some test confounds at toxic levels may be distressful or painful 
to the animal, if only transiently. To intercede prematurely would invalidate the procedure under the cited 
regulations, requiring repetition of the study and the consequent use of more animals.
